This device, which 
obtHlned a gold medal In France, con- 
sists of a flower pot of the usual 
shape, but having a double wall. Tnt 
description runs, according to the Lit- 
erary Digest: 


The space between the two wall» 


constitutes a reservoir of water. Into 
this there extends two to four curre* 
tubes, according to the shape ol th«- 
pot. 
Each of these tubes contains a

o revive the industries ruined by 
wlshevist fanaticism, without sccur- 
ty that the people who invest their 
resources arc ever going to get their 
noney back. 


People who take such preposterous 


views will have to learri that the peo- 
ple who have achieved more prospcr- 
ty arc not so easily gulled. But some 
iind of adjustment ought to be reach- 
ed with these powers, for present con- 
ditions of hatred and disorganization 
constitute a greater menace every 
day they continue.

The alups or aoft- 
shell beetles cannot he gnlhered to so 
good advantage, hut they may be pois- 
oned by sprinkling Ihe plants, while 
the dew Is upon them, with a mixture 
consisting of a heaping teaspoonful of 
ports green to a pint of alrrSlaked lime I 
or land plaster. The easiest method 
of applying the mixture Is to place It 
in a rliccje doth or lhli> liurlap bag 
and dust the plants by shaking- the beg 
directly over thorn. It Is not necessary 
to apply lie poison to all the plants, 
but only where the hugs have made 
their appearance. The plants should 
he Inspected every day or two to see 
Hint the hups are not getting ft start. 


Flea Beetles Eat Holes. 


Flea beetles are small insects that 


eat round holes similar to shot holes'
